TO RETAIN ISTHMUS 


UNITED STATES 
CONTROLS CANAL 


French Compan Already Su- 
perseded on the Isthmus, 


Admiral Walker, Now at Colon, Was 
Sent South To Take Charge of 
the Work—The French Plans 
Have Already Been 
Put Aside.

‘Washington, December 2!.—(Special.)— 
The United States assumed control 
of the construction of the Panama ca- 
nal &s soon as Rear Admiral John G. 
Walker arrived at Colon. He was sent 
south for no other welghty purpose, 
When fie arrived fhe plans of the French 
company were laid aside and the Amer- 
dcan plan taken up. 

It was not intended that the departure 
of the admiral shouia become a matter 
of public knéwtedge. But the fact that 
he was to go south on the Mayflower 
became known. Then it was sald he 
was going to the isthmus for the pur- 
pose of gathering data that would ena- 
ble the commission of which he is 
the president to bring !ts report down to 
date. 

That was one of those half truths 
that are almost if not altogether false- 
hoods. It is true he will get data of 
that kind, but the making of a report 
that will be up to date is the least of the 
considerations that caused the president 
to send him to the scene of the revolu- 
tion 

Impertant Contract Provisions. 

The United Stafes gets control of the 
canal under that provision of the con- 
tract with fhe cana? company which 
seavs that this government shal] pay 
for the work that is done during the 
time negotjations for the canal zone are 
pending. It was inserted in the contract 
So as to enable fle company to continue 
the operation of its very expensive plant. 
Had no such provision been {Inserted in 
the contract it would have been impos- 
sible for the canal company to have con- 
tinued. It would have been sold, not 
as a going concern, but as a pile of 
wreckaxe, as the deterforation during 
idleness would Rave been very great. 

When the provision was inserted there 
was no thought ‘of the political condition 
that now exists and which alone permits 
the United Sfates to assume the task of 
cutting the waterway in advance of the 
ratification of the treaty. 

The first thing Admiral Walker will do 
wil] be to change the line of direction of 
the canal a bit, then have the steam, 
shovels take a wider and a deeper cut. 
The wider and deeper cut is necessary 


' because the American plans provide for 


a canal] with doubie instead of single 
locks and a wide cut both at the top and 
bottom of the channel. 

No Risk Is Taken. 

No risk is taken in thus ordering a 
change in advance of the actual ratifica- 
tion of a treaty with Panama. Panama 
{fs go anxious to have a treaty that she 
will give the United Stateg whatever 
she desires. a 

M. Varillia has submitted a draft of a 
treaty such as he is willing to sign on 
behalf of Panama. 

It is not conceivable how he could even 
be suspected of the smallest degree of 
bad faith. The Panama Canal Company 
needs the money and he knows the United 
States is the only customer. No other 
customer would be permitted by the 
United States to buy. The republic of 
Panama would not lest ten days after 
the support of the United States was 
withdrawn, as it would be in the event 
of any breach of faith. 

Those reasons are sufficient to indicate 
why President Roosevelt permits Admiral 
Walker to practicaly assume control of 
the canal property for the purpose of 
hurrying the construction. At present 
about 2,000 men are employed. It is 
probable that as many more will be taken 
on as can be procured just as soon as 
possible. 

The representatives of the canal com- 
pany think the new treaty will be sent 
to the senate in about twenty days. At 
the outside, they estimate, it whl no@ be 
more than thirty days.

APPEAL BY MARROQUIK 
TO THE UNITED STATES 


Colombian President Says His Coun- 
try Has Been Victim of Unex- 
pected Aggression—A ppeal 
Also Made to South 
America.

Bogota, November 21.--A man promi- 
nent in public affairs today informed the 
cofrespondent of the Associated Press 
that the Colombian government would 
await the result of the mission to Wash- 
ington of General Reyes before deciding 
upon its policy as regards the new Re- 
public of Panama. The general opinion 
here ig that there Will be war. but that 
the government first will do its utmost to 
effect a diplomatic arrangement. 

The belief is expressed in government 
@ircles that the United States senate 
will not approve of the actlom of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt regarding affairg on the 
isthmus. All parties here have offered 
their aid to the government, and over 
100,000 yolunteers have tendered their 
Services in the event of the declaration 


of hostilities. 
Appeal by Colombia. 

Bogota, November 2!.—Presidenit Maéar- 
requin has made the folowing statement 
to the Associated Press in response to 
queries as to the. politica] situation in 
Colombia: 


“United States Minister Beaupre and 
al; Americans here are surrounded with 
every guarantee for thelr safety. My 
communications to the United States sen- 
ate and to the peopie of the United 
States make manifest the aititude of my 
government on the Panama qucstion. 
The situation in the interior of the Co- 
lombian republic is quiet,”’ 


President Marroquin’s reference to his 
communication to the people of the 
United States is explained by the follow- 
Ing address, whicg he has given to the 
ecrgespondent of the Associated Press: 


“The President of Colombia to the 
American People: The Colombian nation 
has just been the victim of an unex- 
pected aggression and is in danger cf los- 
ing the best part of its territory. A mil- 
itary government, not popular senti- 
ment, was the origin of the prociama- 
tion of independence in Panama. 

“The American government, which has 
always been held py Colombia to be its 
best friend and alif, prevented with ma- 
rines loyu] militia from subjugating the 
traitors and checking the origin ot the 
insubordination, 

“The solemn treaty between Colombla 
and the United States, alluded to un- 
til the last moment by the American 
gcvernment, binds the United States not 
only to respect the sovereignty and owne 
ership of the Panama isthmus by Colom- 
‘pla, but to heip the latter maintain them.

~The Isthmus Coveted. 

"The isthmus of Panama, the most 
coveted part of the globé and the most 
precious part of our fatherland, always 
has been respected by the nations &s ua 
sacred trust considered by Colombia to 
be the honor and power of the Amerit- 
can people. The traditions of that eran 
nation, the United States, as a mighty 
defender of rights and bearer of the 
standard of civilization before the world 
always has been opposed to the secession 
of territory and the dismembering of 
mations, .Non-recognition of the con- 
federate states during the civil war con- 
firms emphatically the application of this 
doctrine. decisively at critical moments. 

“The American people will not per- 
mit, I am sure, a ylolation of public 
treaties, thus denying their glorious tra- 
ditions in order to obtain by force what 
Colombia is ready to cancede through 
pacific and equitable ways. Colombia 
heartily wished to strengthen the tiles of 
friendship and commerce with the United 
States and give vigorous impulse ta the 
common interests and to the greaterrpap- 
@r and glory of her eldest sister repyb- 
lic. But the proceedings of the Wash- 
ington government interfere, unhappily, 
with good feeling in both  coun- 
tries, being a barrier in the way 
of a higher enterprise, advantageous not 
only to them, but to humanity in gen- 
eral. The Colombian people, tranquil in 
the strength of right and being sure of 
the sentiments of justice and equity of 
the American people, appeal to the na- 
tional conscience of the United States, 
which conscience constitutes a force su- 
perior by far to that of any army and 
navy, in order to save the honor and in- 
tegrity of our territory. 

“The Stars and Stripes, always dear 
to and respected by therepublics of both 
Americas, never shall be outraged or 
blemished in Colombia. 

“No matter what the procedure of the 
government at Washington may be, the 
persons and the property of citizens of 
the United States here remain confided 
to the traditional honor of the govern 
ment and people of Colombia.”’ 


Beauypr> to Rico. 

The following are extracts from the 
recently exchanged notes between 
United States Minister Beaupre and For- 
eign Minister Rico. Mr. Beaupre wrote: 

“IT have received a cable: message say- 
‘Te THRE he peopie of Panama, as the 
result of the popular movement, have 
broken the political treaty with Colom- 
bia and have resumed their independ- 
ence by estadshing their own gov- 
ernment, which has been recognized by 
the president of the United States, who 
recommends that the governments of 
Colombia and Panama arrive at a pa- 
cific ,and equitable settlement of . the 
anestions in dispute. He declares the 
United States is bound by treaties and 
by the interests of civilization to Insist 
that free traffic across the isthmus be 
uninterrupted by consfant civil wars. 

“BEAU PRE.” 

On the following day Senor Rico ac- 
knowledged the receipt of this note and 
set forth that Colombla, wishing to have 
the canal opened, signed a treaty Jan- 
uary 22, 1903. to consider which the Co- 
lombian congress was called to meet in 
extra session. The government of Co- 
lombia, he added, was also notified that 
the United States would not admit mod- 
fications of the measure, and iff it was 
Not approved friendly relations between 
the two countries would be compromised 
and the Tnifed States congress would 
take painful measures. The treaty was 
sent to congress with this tnformation. 
The senate did not approve of the treaty 
and appointed a commission to study the 
best means of satisfying the United 
States government without violation of 
the constitution. 

Continuing, Minfister Fico wrote that 
Minister Tferran notified the United 
States government on the 3d Instant 
that the military at Panama had been 
subornated, had rebelled and had pro- 
claimed the independence of Panama, 
owing to the bellfef that another military 
force, arriving fhat very day eat Colon, 
would be disarmed by the Nashville's 
marines, this intervention preventing the 
reestablishment of constitutional order. 

The Colombian minister then said the 
United States immediately afterwards en- 
tered into relations with the rebels, indl!- 
cating that Colombia must accept the 
situation or engage in a civil war, the 
action of the United States also meaning 
that it would not allow the Colombian 
government to take military measures to 
suppress the rebels and reintegrate the 
nation. The natives thus became the al- 
lies of the rebels, | 

United States and Texas. 

Minister Rico then asserted that this 
action of the United States was in con- 
trast with the steps taken when Texas 
declared her independence, which, he said, 
was not recognized by the United States 
until two years later, and referred to he 
of December 12, 1846, between 
the United States and New Granada, 
quoting article I, and saying that the 
lnited States, by its action toward the 
Colombian forces on the isthmus, had 


The minister then quoted the final part 
of article 35 of the treaty of 1846, and 
said the obligation of the United States 
to maintain neutrality and Colombian sov- 
ereignty was clear and could not be mis- 
interpreted. He afterwards referred to 
the other treaties between the United 
States and Colombia, asserted that 
citing the treaty of i846 it Was 
inferred that if the United States 
government. doubted that ‘the rec- 
ogmition of the independence of Pan- 
ama was against this ffeaty and wished 
to submit the point to the anbitration of 
another power or to The Hague arnbitra- 
tion tribunal Colombia would willingly 
agree to it. 

The foreign minister next touched upon 
the civil war in the United States, and 
said: 

“When England and France recognized 
the belligerency of the confederate states 
American diplomacy was so astonished 
that Mr. Seward would not listen to the 
reading of the instructions received by 
the ministers of those powers, because 
the union was divided into belligerent 
factions, declaring that it was not admis- 
sible, and to Mr. Adams, the American 
minister in London, he said, quoting a 
dispatch previously addressed to the 
Amertcan minister at Paris:

The 
United States by its recognition of the 
government of Panama would accept con- 
ditions almost similar to those existi 
at the time of the separatist sipraunant 
in the United States, thus aggravating 
the circumstances and violating the treaty 
which induces Colombia to enter an earn- 
est protest against such action. 

“Colombia protests that her friendship 
for the United States has reached such 
a state of disturbance as to make it im- 
possible for her to continue diplomatic 
Telations with the United Stat& unless 
the latter renounces its intention to in- 
terfere with Colombia’s action to sup- 
press the rebels on the isthmus and in 
not recognizing their belligerency nor the 
revolutionary government.

The men rushed in every direction seek- 
ing means of escape, but only nine suc- 
ceeded in reaching the pit mouth alive. 
These were picked up by resculng 
party in different positions of exhaustion 
after an hour of frantic search. 

As these nine men emerged from the 
mine pit, one by one, their faces were 
blackened, their hair scorched and cloth- 
ing burned shreds from the.

The other ten perhaps never regained 


consciousness after the disaster. The ex- 
plosion occurred in the Ferguson mine of 
the Dunbar Furnace Company, which ad- 
joins the “Hill Farm mine.” 

It is believed by mining experts that 
the fire, which has been raging in the 


“Hill Farm mine” since the disaster of 
1890, broke’ through the walls which had 


been -erectel between the Hill. Farm 
mine and FergusOn mine and caused an: 
explosion of gas. AS soon as the news of 
thé explosion was known to the officials 
of the company a rescuing party was or- 
ganized and a half-hundred men descend- 
ed in the deep pit to rescue the Injured 


and dying. Great volumes gf smoke roll- . 


ed out of the mouth of the mine and the 
rescue Work Was dangerous. 

Almost blinded by the dense smoke, the 
men pushed on for nearly 2 miles until 
the first of the dying miners were found. 
The injured were carried out and taken 
to the company houge, whére half a dozen 
physicians were already in waiting. The 
miners who were found dead are so ter- 
ribly burned that it Is impossible to iden- 
tify them. The explosion was a_ most 
terrifying one and for 2 miles timbers 
were completely blown out. The flames 
shot through almost every room in the 
mine, setting fire to the timbers and 
burning the pit cars that were in the 
section Of the mine where the explosion 
took place. The dead are all foreigners 
excepting James McGuerque, son of Pit 
Boss John McGuerque. 

LEATH CAUSED IN MINE 
BY INFERNAL MACHINE 

Cripple Creek, Colo., November 2).— 
Charles McCormick, superintendent, and 
Melvin Becker, a miner, were killed short- 
ly before noon today by ap explosion in 
the Vindicator mine. Officers of the Vin- 
dicator mine assert that the explosion 
was caused by an infernal machine, and 
400 militiamen have been placed on guard 
around the company’s properties. 

Superintendent McCormick and Miner 
Becker were descending into the mine 
in the cage. They were the only pas- 
sengers. When the cage reached the 
sixth leve)] the explosion occurred, wreck- 
ing the cage and shaft , and instantly 
killing both men. The explosion, which 
was terrific, was heard at the surface 
ard at first was believed to be an earth- 
quake. The engineer hastily reversed 
the hoist, but could not pull up the cage, 
and the bodies were recovered only after 
several hours’ work,.being brought to the 
surface through the second compartment 
of the shaft. 

After a thorough examination of the 
shaft, it is positively asserted by officials 
of sthe mining company that the ex- 
plosion was caused by an infernal ma- 
chine. They assert that the Infernal ma- 
chine. containing many pounds of dyna- 
mite, had been placed In the sixth level, 
which is part of the abandoned workings 
of the mine, within a few inches of the 
shaft. Then a loaded revolver was fixed 
in the shaft with its nose pointed direct- 
ly toward the infernal machine. To the 
trigger of the revolver wag attached a 
string, which was thrown across the 
shaft in such a manner that the revolver 
explode, the bullet striking the

Men Charged with Murder of Deputy 
Sheriff Richard Fired on Sheriff’s

Lawtey, Fla., November 21!1.—At 7:30 
o’clock last night Sheriff Johns and his 
posse captured J. §8, Bennett, charged 
with the murder of Deputy Sheriff H. O. 
Richard, and also the two brothers of 
the slayer alleged to be implicated in the 
murder. 

The arrest took place at the turpentine 
camp of D. R Edwards, !2 miles south 
of Starke, The Bennett brothers, after 
the killing of the deputy sheriff on Thurs- 
day afternoon, made their escape and 
Sheriff Johns with the aid of members of 
the Bradford County Guards, began a 
search for them. 

With his posse the sheriff moved to- 
wards Edwards camp and learned that 
the Bennetts were hiding in one of the 
cabins. They advanced cautiously, when 


the Bennetts opened fire on the sheriff's 
party. 

The officers and posse did not fire in 
return, according to instructions from 
the sheriff. No inducements for an* hour 
could prevail upon the Bennett brothers 
to Surrender and they continued to fire 
on the sheriff's crowd until their ammu- 
nition was exhausted. 

Sheriff Johns determined to arrest the 
Bennetts at al) hazards and the cabin 
in which they were hiding was finally 
set on fire.

GREAT FIRES 
RAGE IN TEXAS 


For Miles the Forests and 
the Prairies Are 
Ablaze. 


Houston, Téx., November 2!.—The 
whole of southeast Texas and southwest 
Louisiana is enveloped in a dense smoke, 
the result of forest fires an@ prairie fires. 
Between Houston and Beaumont the pral- 
rig is blackened for miles and the forest 
is ablaze in places; to the east of Beau- 
mont the forests are afire in Calcasciu 
parish, Louisiana; to the north of Hous- 
ton, in Montgomery county, there are 
many acres of timber blazing and in the 
country between Houston and Galveston 
the prairies are burning. 

So far as reported there have been no 

fatalities, but there is grave danger if 
there is not a heavy rainfall in a short 
time. The fires were started in an effort 
to get rid of the thick grass before the 
high northers came. 
Vicksburg, Miss., November 2!].—Exten- 
sive forest fires are raging in the north- 
ern part of this county and along the 
southern edge of Sharkey. For miles 
along the Yazoo river the smoke is s0 
dense as to interfere greatly with steam- 
boats, several of which are long overdue, 
A pall of smoke has overhung this city 
all day, so thick as to almost completely 
obscure the sun’s rays. 

Many fine plantations are said to be 
in peril from the rapidly spreading flames.

Nevada Senalor Tals of His 
Annexalien Resolution 


Under Newlands’ Plan Porto Rico Is 
To Become a County of Cuba. 
No Forcible Annexation, 

All Depending on the 
‘ Action of Cuba.

Washington, November 21.—(Special.)— 


Whereas, the republic of Cuba is de- 
Sirous of securing commercial union with 
the United States; and 

Whereas, the best cOMmercial union can 
be secured by and through political union 
by-means of the admission of the republic 
of Cuba as a sovereign state in the union, 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the 
senate and house of representatives of the 
United States of America, in congress 
assembled, That the republic of Cuba be, 
and is hereby, invited to become a state 
of the United States upon terms of equal- 
ity with all other states of the union. 

These resolutions, formally introduced 


in the senate, represent the views of 
their author, Senator Newlands; of Ne- 
vada, as to the most important step that 
can be tak@én to bring about permanent 
close relations between the United States 
and Cuba. In the judgment of the Ne- 
vaca senator, Who has made the closest 
possible study of the business and politi- 
cal between these two re- 
publics, this is the most appropriate time 
to hold out to the Cubans the opportu- 
nity of becoming part of this great na- 
tion, This invitation, as Senator New-

Evidence to That Effect Before 
Military Committee 


Herbert Browne Tells Members of 
the Committee the Character of 
Jai Alai—Root Sends a 
Communication in De- 
fense of Wood. 


Washington, November 2!.—When the 
senate military affairs committee _re- 
sumed today its investigation of the 
charges against the confirmation of Gen- 
eral Leonard Wood to be major general, 
Herbert J. Browne, a newspaper man, 
who was in Cuba during the Anierican 
occupation, was called as a witness. 
Mr. Browne told the committee that he 
had Obtained the affidavits made by 
shareholders of the. Jai Alai Company, 
which had been filed by Major Rathbone. 
In the affidavits the shareholders declared 
that their stock had been assessed for 
the purpose of paying the costs of pres- 
ents. which were given by the gambling 
establishments to Mr. and Mrs. Wood. 
Members of the committee took great 
interest in the charges, and. questioned

Root Praises Wood. 

Secretary Root, in response to a re- 
quest from the military committee, has 
sent a report upon the military record 
of General Wood. It is a strong cOm- 
mendation of that officer. The secretary 
reviews his career, pointing out that he 
was first a line officer and then became 
@ surgeon. -When q surgeon, he asked 
and obtained command of troops in the 
Geronimo campaign, and in this connec- 
tion he appends letters of commentation 
by General Miles and the late General 
Lawton, He also points out General 
Wood's service during the Spanish war 
and calls attention to the fact that he 


| had been five times named as a general 


officer, twice as a brigadier, general of 
volunteers, once as a major general of 
volunteers, once as brigadier general in 
the regular army and again as major gen- 
eral in the regular army.

Conant’s Evidence. 

The entire afternoon was occupied by 
the committee in examining Mr. Conant. 
In connection with the alleged accept- 
ance of presents from the Jai Alai by 
General and Mrs. Wood, Mr. Conant told 
of a telegram: which was sent from 
Havana. to New York, while the granting 
of a concession to the establishment was 
pending. The story of the telegram was 
told to Mr. Conant by G. Lawton Childs, 
a shareholder in the Jai Alai. He said 
that Pedro Galbis, secretary of the es- 
tablishment, went to New York to pur- 
chase a silver dinner set for General 
Wood, and while there was Ordered not 
to make the investment until notice of 
the granting of the concession was print- 
ed in The Official Gazette, at Havana. 
The concession was granted, a telegram 
sent, and, according to Mr. Conant, the 
purchase made at a cost of $5,100. After 
congiderable diseussion, the committee 
ruled this testimony out of order. Galbis 
is dead, but it is said the telegram can 
be produced and wil] be offered to the 
senate. 

Request has been made that the com- 
mittee subpena a number of army offi- 
cerg who served in Cuba with General 
Wood, but thus far no action has been 
ee by the cOmmittee in that direc- 
ton.

‘Official Standards Are Pro- 
claimed by-Secretary Wilson 


If the States Adopt the tSandards 
It Will Unify Food Control 
Work — Leading Feature 
Is Effort for Pure 
“Whisky. 


Washington, November 21.—Secretary 
Wlison today approved and proclaimed 
the official food standards which have 
just been formulated by the United States 
food standard commission and the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National As- 
sociation of Pure Food Commission. 

The committee of the national associa- 
tion, which met today, has recommend- 
ed to the different state food depart- 
i! ments that the standards be adopted for 
| use in the several states. The committee 
(in its recommendation says the general 
‘adoption of the standards wil unify the 
| food contro} work of the states, The com- 
| mittee authorized its secretary, R. M. 
| Allen, officiaily to call an intenrantional 


| pure food congress at the St. Louis ex- 
| position and to visit at once the govern- 


'ments of Europe and invite them to take 


part. 
| Secretary Allen also was instructed to 
take immediate steps toward organizing 
an exhibit of the work of the state food 
departments at the world’s fair. 

For Pure Whisky. 

One of the leading features of the ex- 
hibits wil] be the exploitation of the na- 
tional bottling and bond law which pro- 
' vides a government guarantee for pure 
whisky and enables any purchaser of 
whisky ig the Uuited States to secure the 
genuine article under government cer- 
tificates over the corks of the bottles. 

The committee met in conference with 
representatives of the various manufac- 
turing and commercial interests of the 
country and the conference unanimously 
indorsed a bill introduced by Senator 
McCumber at this session of congress. 
A joint commission was appointed to me- 
morialize congress on sybehalf of the Dill. 

The standards now announced are bas- 
'ed on the authority of the acts of June 
3, 1902, and March 3, 1903. The object 
is to establish standards corresponding 
to American food materials whether raw 
or manufactured, and to represent the 
results of American process of manufac- 
ture, The standards consist of definitions 
and chemical limits and embrace meat 
and its products, milk and its products, 
Sugar and related substances, spices and 
cocoa and cocoa products. No chemical 
limits are named for the meat products, 
the standard being fixed by definition 
only which gives this description: 

“Sound, dressed and properly prepared 
e@ble parts of animals in good health at 
the time of slaughter.” 

Standard of Milk. 

The standard of milk is fixed at not 
less than 8% per cent of solids and hot 
less than 3% per cent of milk fat. Sepa- 
rate definitions and standards are pre- 
scribed for plain and sweetened condens- 
ed milks and for evaporated cream. The 
standard of condensed milk contains not 
less than 28 per cent Of milk solid of 
which % must be milk fat. Standard 
Cream must have at least i8 per cent‘ of 
milk fat. Butter is defined and this state- 
ment added: 

“By acts of congress approved on Au- 
gust 2, 1886, and on May 9, 1902, butter 
may also contain additional coloring mat- 
ter.” 

A similar statement is made with refer- 
ence to coloring matter in cheese, based 
On the act of June 1896. The standard of 
butter as fixed contains not less than 
82%2 per cent of butter fat, and the same 
as to renovated butter except that a reax- 
imum limit of !6 per cent of water is 
fixed, in accordance with the existing 
practice of the department of agriculture 


and the internal revenue bureau in thd 
enforcement of the adulterated and ren- 
ovated butter act. For chees, full cream, 
a minimum of 50 per cent of butter fat In 
the water free substance is prescribed. 
Ice cream, to be a standard, must have 
a minimum of 6 per cent milk fat. 
Sirup Is Defined. 

Sirup is dafined as the product obtained 
by purifying and evaporating the juice of 
the sugar producing plant without re- 
moving any of the sugar. Refinery 
sirup as ordinarily made are classed by 
these standards under the name of mo- 
lasses, which differes from sirup by the 
removal of sugar during. manufacture. 
Standard molasses contains not over 25 
per cent of water and not over 5 per cent 
of ash. Standard sirup contains not over. 
30 per cent of water, nor 2% per cent of 
ash. A limit is placed on the quantities of 
water and ash used in the glucose prod- 
ucts and this definition is made: 

“Glucose sirup or corn sirup fs glucose 
unmixed or mixed with sirup or mo-— 
lasses.”’ > 

Standard glucose sirup contains a max- 
imum of 25 per cent of water and 3 of 
ash. Candy is given the same definition 
as in state food laws. 


In the spices pepper is defined as to in-. | 


clude from the standard product pepper 
hulls, pepper dust or other pepper by- 
products. The ash standard of black pep- 
per is made a maximum of 7 per cent, 
and for white pepper a’ minimum of 4 per 
cent, of which not over % per cent shall 
be sand. Macassar and Bombay maces — 
are not considered as standard mace. 


Standard mustard is given a maximum of 


2% per cent of starch derived from mus- 
tard. 
The Cocoa Schedule. 

In the cocoa schedule standard choco- 
late is defined as the product made by — 
grinding kernels of the cocoa bean with- ~ 
out removing the fat or adding other =| 
substances, the fat standard b@ing a mine 
imum of 45 per cent. The amount of =| 
sugar in sweet chocolate is not limited 
by the standards. Cocoa is prescribed 
as the kernel deprived of part of its fat 
pulverized. The standard sweet cocoa has 
a maximum limit of 60 per cent of snu- 
gar, but no minimum limit of fat is fixed 
for elther cocoa or sweet cocoa. Choco- 
late coatings are treated as sweet choco- 
late. The committee which fixed these 
standards will meet again soon, and will 
consider whisky and a number of other 
schedules and will consult the trades 
interested before taking final action on the 
remaining schedules. 


Cruise to Honolulu and Return. 

Washington, November 2!.—The battle 
ship and cruiser squadron of the Asiatic 
station has been ordered to cruise to 
Honolulu, a distance of 3,500 miles, and 
return, in place of the usual moneuvers 
in the waters of the Philippines.

'on yesterday a free man, thanks to Presi- 
| dent McKinley. Wilson was sentenced to 
. twenty-four years’ imprisOnment for high- 
way robbery, but the last act of clemency 
on the part of the late president wag to 
commute this sentence to ten years. 

Owing to the operations of the Dalton 
brothers, Kid Wilson and others a federal 
statute was passed just after his sentence 
making the holding up of trains punish- 
able with life imprisonment. There is a 
'man now in the federal prisOn who is 
serving such a term. 

‘‘Kid’’ Wilson, so one of the guards said, 
slept but little if at all last night and this 
morning was so nervous that he could not 
eat a mouthful of breakfast. It was g 
o’clock when he was called into the office 
of Warden Moyer, who had a number of 
pleasant things to say in the way of 
wishing him all the success possible in his 
new start in life, Then he was asked to 
sign a paper which he was hardly able to 
do from excitement. 

And then after being dead to the world 
in all those best privileges which go with 
citizenship, he passed out through thg 
big iron gates with his one time number 
of “32” relegated to the oblivion of a 
gladly forgotten past., 

For more than a year the writer has 
known ‘‘Kid’’ Wilson and to know him 
was to like him. His every appearance 
always indicated a quiet, kindly tempera- 
mént far removed from masks and 
six-shooters and that. sort of things. 
But so far as nerve was con- 
cerned he certainly belied his looks.

I will not reveal any of the 
business of this club to anyone whatso- 
ever, except to a member of this club 
whom I know to be in good standing. 

“Y furthermore promise and swear that 
when a candidate for any office is prop- 
erly and legally indorsed, that I will not 
only vote for, but will use my bést ef- 
forts to secure his election. 

“To all of these I pledge my sacred 
word of honor, and should [ volate any 
part of this obligation I will suffer my- 
self to be expelled from the membership 
of this club and expect to be ostracized by 
its members, so help me God.” 

Commenting on this, the dodger says: 

“Which is the most binding—the obliga- 
tion to the Commercial Club or the obliga- 
tion you take as alderman to the city?’ 

It is not known that the above is the 
oath of the club, but the allegation in the 
circular has created a lively sensation in 
local political circles.

FOR OBERLIN CARTER — 
FREEDOM IS IN SIGHT 
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Harbor Frauds Will Be Released from Federal 
Prison Next Saturday. 


Leavenworth, Kans., November 2!.— 


(Special.)—Oberlin M. Carter, ex-captain 
of engineers, United States army, will 
‘leave the United States penitentiary at 
| Fort Leavenworth Saturday morning, No- 
vember 28. 

| Three years and seven months will be 
the actual tlme Carter served within the 
| walls of the penitentiary. He was sen- 
| tenced to five years’ imprisonment by 
, courtmartial for alleged frauds in con- 
/Mection with the Savannah harbor im- 
provements. According to the federal 
statutes a government prisoner is allow- 
ed two months off each year for good 
| behavior—ten months in Carter's case. He 
| Was held seyen months in confinement at 
| Governors island, New York, before he 
| reachea the penitentiary. By the military 
code a prisoner's time commences from 
the day his sentence is approved, which 
with Carter was September 28, 1899. He 
was able to keep out of the penitentiary 
until the following April 27, seven months, 
through applying for new trials, appeals 
and the like. 

While in the penitentiary Carter made 
three efforts to get out on habeas corpus 
and had One passed on by the United 
States gupreme court. He made a deep 
Study of habeas corpus trials, read legal 
text-books and everything bearing on the 
subject, 

Carter is in excellent health and weighs 
20 pounds more than when he entered 
prison. He is 47 years old, but during 
his confinement aged rapidly, his hair 
now being nearly white. He was first as- 
signed to duty as doorkeeper for the tin, 
shoe, tailor and repair shop. He did thig 
work quickly and spent most of the day 
brooding over his troubles and as a fre- 
sult became extremely nervous. 

Carter is anxious to obliterate all mem- 
ory of his prison life. He will depart 
weating the suit of citizen’s clothing he 
entered with, declining to accept a suit 
made in the penitentiary. It is said that 
he is anxious to avoid further notorfeTy 
and that he will not give out any state-

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Destructive Parasite Came 
From Texas Prairie 
Hay. 


Texas prairie hay is the source, of 
the cotton destroying boll weevil, savs 
a former Georgian, now resident in Tex- 
as, in a letter he addresses to Commis- 
sioner of Agriculture O. RB. Stevens. 

The letter is written from Houston, 
Tex., but the writer formerly lived in 
south Georgia, and is deeply 
in the welfare of this state, 
ter he says, in part: 

“I do not suppose it is necessary for 
me to remark that the boll weevil is the 
most dangerous enemy that your farm- 
ers have to prepare for, and. in my judg- 
| ment, every reasonable method should be 
adopted to prevent the rapid spread of 
| these weevils in the direction of vour 
State 
| “It is conceded by the most intelli- 
| 8ent farmers here that the bo!] weevil is 
imported in prairie hay, and that more 
of them are ecarried in this Way than 
in any other. 

“By referring to the map you will see 
that Sabine and San Augustine counties, 
Texas, are some 90 or 100 miles away 
from ‘the prairte country. Last year 
it was dry in these counties, and the 
farmers had neither fodder nor hay of 
their own for feed, and so had to buy 
for their cattle. The effect of purchasing 
this’ hay is perfectly apparent, and I 
have seen with my own eyes the work of 
the boll weevil on farms where the pur- 
chased hay was used. And I have failed 
to hear of a boll weevil on the farms 
| where no prairie hay was used, although 
I have made a careful inquiry, 

How To Avoid the Weevil. 

“I want to suggest that you"can save 
your people untold damage by prevent- 
ing the shipping of hay from Texas to 
Georgia. If yoy were to ask me how 
this could be done, I would say com- 
municate with the agricultural depart- 
ments of Mississippi and Loutslana and 
arrange for all three states to organize 
the farmers and get them to refuse to 
buy this Texas hay. 

“Another way would be to have con- 
sress pass a law forbidding the export 
Out of Texas of hay from the affected 
listricts. The constitutionality of thts 
|4aw would probably be contested, and, 
perhaps, with gopd reason, but the law 
might be upheld on grounds of public 
| Policy and safety of the crops of all the 
south. 

l beg to state further that I have 
been told by several responsible persons 
that boll weevils are sometimes sent 
through the mail by one friend to an- 
other and then carelessly turned joose. 
In a short time they find their way to 
' cotton fields. 

“I do not think it would be at alj out 
of place for congress to pass a law for- 
bidding the mailing in any’ sort of a 
package of weevils or their eggs. 

“By reason of fine weather and fa. 
vorable conditions the prairie farmers, 
who, of course, raise no cotton, now 
have a great crop of hay gathered, and 
have more on hand than any time for 
the past five years, They are preparing 
to ship this away, and unless Georgia, 
Mississippi and Louisiana combine at 
once to keep this hay out of their con- 
fines they will wake up with the boll 
weevil thick in their cotton fields.”

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CURIOUS LORE. 


Natural History Contained in a Very 
Rare Book. 
(From The London Express.) 

interesting to know that among 
some country folk the curious idea still 
prevails that with the master die the 
' bees. Somebody tells me that instances 
'of this have been noticed of late. At a 
sale of the humble effects of a villager 
‘lately dead two or three hives of bees 
in old straw keeps were to be disposed of, 
but when they came to be examined it 
was found that all the bees were dead. 

A coincidence of this kind wil] probably 
keep alive the superstition in that vil- 
lage for generations to come. 

Some curious specimens of folk lore and 
natural history dre contained in a rare 
book, called “The Sportsman’s Diction- 
ary,’ to which C. M. Woolsey has drawn 
'my attention. This was published one 
hundred and sixty years ago. The au- 
thor was evidently a Philistine among 
Philistines in his attitude toward nature. 

Of the master musician, the blackbird, 
he says: 

“This bird is known by all persons, and 
is better to be eaten than kept, being 
/ Much sweeter to the galate when dead 
and well roasted than to the ear while 
living. Sings about three months in the 
year, or f@ur at most, though his song 
is worth nothing; but if he be taught to 
whistle he 1s of sOme value, it being very 
loud, though coarse.’’ What an ear and 
mind!

? vault various records are placed, but 
principally those of the marshal’s of- 
fice. The first floor is used by the city 
clerk, the second floor vault belongs to 
the comptroller and in. the third floor 
vault various records are placed. 
These vaults are supposed to be fire- 
proof and they doubtless would be if 
the chimney did not expand frum the 
heat In time of fire or if it did not top- 
ple into the fire with its records. 


Building Is on Stilts. 

The entire city hall is in danger of 
collapse all the time. Posts have been 
placed underneath the building in the 
basement. The entire weight of the city 
hall rests Wpon them. They are not 
fastened to the floor and they are not 
fastened to the ceiling of the basement. 
If one of them were Knocked away the 
building would be insecure, and if two 
of them were removed from any cause 
the city hall building would probably 
collapse, and in the ruins would be the 
records of the city. 

Two remedies for these evils have been 
suggested and it may be that the city 
officials will think the matter of sufficient 
importance to adopt one of them. One 
suggestion is to erect a -new city hall in 
Place of the old fire trap that now serves 
the municipality in that capacity and the 
other is to build a fire-proof annex, even 
one rdom, fn which could be placed the 
records of the city. 

There is no building in the city which 
would give the same Opportunities to a 
fire that are found in the city hall. Di- 
rectly at the entrance is a sbaft which 
goes to the roof and would make an ex- 
cellent draft for a fire. All the floors and 
rooms are constructed of wood, and old 
wood, which is @ry as tinder, while in 
the rear is a second and smaller shaft 
which gOes from the basement to the 
celling of the third floor. 

The minutes of council are at present 
tn a deplurable condition and are prac- 
tically worthless because of the lack of 
an index, but that is now being remedied 
under instructions from Mayor Howell, 
Until Mayor Howell went to the city hall 
there was no index to the minutes of 
council from January !, 1848, when the 
history of the city of Atlanta began, until 
about the year 1895. 

Days of Time Lost. 

Because of the fraquent changes in the 
mames of the streets, because of the 
claimy by railroadg and others to portions 
of streets and because of various other 
things, it has been necessary for mer- 
chants and business men to refer con- 
-stantly to the records of gouncil. Strange 
to say no one thought of indexing the 
minutes until Mayor Howell took charge 
of the executive dep#rtment. He at once 
realized the necessity for an index and 
under instructions from him seven or 
eight years of city records have been 
indexed. Many things have been brought 
to light, of which everg one in the city 
has been in ignorance. 

City Attorney Mayson is one of the 
most ardent supporters of the index, He 
and his assistants have spent days in 
pouring over the records, while busines 
men have spent hours in the office of the 
city clerk in looking for.records that they 
should have found in a few minutes. 

It is probable that by the end of Mayor 
Howell’s term the minutes of council 
will have been indexed, but this does not 
insure them against fire.

The records are now suffering from two 
causes. The first is lack of air and 
light.

License. 


The Globe Parsey Delivery Company, a 
ruse and decoy which the P. F, Collier 
Publishing Company has been using to 
locate delinquent patrons; came up for 
an airing in the recorder'’s court yester- 
day afternoon.

It was shown that the publishing com- 
pany conducted the Globe Parcel Deliv- 
ery Company, but never delivered @ par- 
sel The scheme was to send a postal 
or letter to a delinquent patron who had 
moved and who cowdn’t be located, stat- 
ing that the Globe Parcel Delivery Com- 
pany had a package for the person ad- 
dressed. The delinquent receiving the 
decoy fef into the trap and always re- 
plied, giving the proper address., The 
next step would be to send a collector 
around instead of a package. 

Manager Varley admitted that the par- 
cel delivery company was a ruse and 
said that since the newspapers had pub- 
lished the facts the ruse would no longer 
work, 

Recorder Broyles, in rendering a dect- 
sion, said: 

“This looks Ifke a fraud to me and al- 
though the postoffice officials have decided 
that it is all right, if I Was one of the 
officials I should certainly condemn any 
such practice. A delinquent, who changes 
his residence, may be an honest man and 
to get a decoy letter by promises of a 
valuable package would very justly make 
him angry. I hold that the publishing 
company must pay for the back Icense 
for the quarter just past and take out a 
license if the parcel delivery company is 
kept up.’’ 

The back license was pald. It is be- 
lieved the Globe Parsel Delivery Company 
will now go out of business.

CHAMBERLAIN TO LABORERS. 


Declares His Policy Does Not Mean 
Tariff War. 

London, November 21.—Joseph Cham- 
berlain, former colonial secretary, spoke 
at Newport, Wales, today before a mass 
meeting of working men, to whom he 
directed the main portion of his argu- 
ments. 

Mr, Chamberlain said he did not belleve 
a tariff war would follow the adoption 
of his fiscal policy, but if it did come, 
Great Britain could get as much as on 
former occasions, when she had the cour- 
age to hold her own. 

Mr. Chamberlain pointed out the Brus- 
sels sUgar conventon and the German 
threat to penalize Canada as instances in 
which Creat Britain has secured her way 
without a tariff war. He said sugar

Cologne and various other concoctions 
known as Florida water, essence of ginger 
and esSence of peppermint are prepared 
eS’peciaily for internal use by traders, who 
are not permitted to seil wnisky to the fn 
dians. ‘Lhe stuff is in reality nine-tenths 
pure alcohol. J. M. Macoun, of the Gana- 
dian survey, says that the traffic in alco- 
hol thus disguised his become such a se- 
rious matter that the missionaries have 
become discouraged and the business of 
the Hudson Bay Company promises to be 
einbarrassed, 

The Indiang have learned that the sweet 
smeliing things are to drink and are not 
to be wasted as exterior omtments, if one 
were to consult the dominion records of 
importations one would suppose that the 
indian half breeds of the northwest had 
suddenly developed a remarkable fondness 
for cleanliness, for the customs reports 
show an unusual increase in the quantity 
of toilet waters imported.

Grand Stand Totally Destroyed, and 
the Football Boys Will Have To 
Play Their Great Thanks- 
giving Game to the 
Bleachers. 


Georgia and Auburn will have to play 
their Thanksgiving day game to the 
bleachéfs, for the Brisbine park grand 
stand is no more. Cruel flames last 
night swept it from the football field, 
and rebuilding between now and Thurs- 
day is almost out of the question. How- 
ever, it may be that some sort of a tem- 
porary structure can be put up for the 
Thanksgiving game, and efforts will no 
doubt be made to this end, 

The fact that the Brisbine park grand 
stand, at Windsor and Crumley streets, 
was on fire was discovered about 6:30 
o'clock last night. A portion of the 
bleachers was also burned. A gang of 
negro gamblers, it is believed, were re- 
sponsible for the destruction of this old 
and’ noted resort. 

The cloudy night made the flames ap- 
pear to be high and widespread, and for 
a while it looked as if that section of 
the city was being destroyed by fire. 
The fire was of short duration, but it 
made an fnspiring pyrotechnic display 
while it Tasted. The flames shot high 
into the air and greedily ate up the place 
which for many years has echoed the 
cries of the fans and the football en- 
thusiasts. The spot where “play ball” 
has filled the soul of many a lover of 
‘he nationaT game with pleasure, and 
where sturdy champions of the gridiron 
have fought many a Ward and tough 
hattle over the pies*'n. was the scene 
Of one of the most picturesque con- 
flaerations ever witnessed In the city. 

The fire department was called out 
and the fir®men fought to check the 
fames.

Dan Patch did not go against time 
on the Piedmont race track yesterday 
afternoon as Tiad been advertised. The 
c@ld weather, the sleet and rain, de- 
stroyed the enthusiasm of the crowds 
who would have attended and put the 
track in bad condition, and on this ac- 
count it was decided to call the exhibi- 
tion off for the day. 

Atlantans will yet have a chance to see 
the great pacer g0 against time, how- 
ever, for the horse will be brought back 
to the city after Thanksgiving and will 
give an exhibition at the park. On 
Thanksgiving Dan Patch will be seen in 
Macon in an attempt to lower the 
world’s record for the high wheel sulky. 
“Dan Patch has not yet reached the 
limit of his speed, and I believe that he 
will make far more wonderful records 
next year than he has already estab- 
lished,” said Myron McHenry, the driver 
of this brown pacer, the record-breaking 
horse 3f the century, who holds all the 
world pacing records with the exception 
of two. 

Mr. McHenry has driven the horse in 
ali his attempts to lower records, and 
it ig due to his careful training that 
Dan Patch has made such a wonderful 
record and becume the one horse of the 
country. Knowing what the horse is 
capable of doing, he is enthusiastic over 
his work and thinks that the future 
hélds much in store for hjm. 

“Why, tie is the most wonderful horse 
of the century,” said Mr. McHenry, in 
speaking of the good qualities of the 
pacer. “There has never been a horse 
equal to him and there are none in the 
world wno can approach htm at the 
He is, in fact, in a class 


by himself. 

“He is owned by M. W. Savage, the 
proprietor of the International Stock 
Food Company, and his owner {fs fully 
aware of the wonderful powers of this 
horse. Three years ago I took charge 
since that time his 
progress has been magnificent. 

“When I assumed control, In !90!, he 
had a record of 2:16 1t-4. During this 
year he started in twelve races and won 
every one of,them with ease, and by 
the end of the year his record had been 
reduced to 2:04 1-2. 

“This was but the beginning of his 
goog work. The next year he started 
in three races and won them all. It was 
wseless to start him in any more races, 
for there was no horse that could ap- 
proach him tn speed and the races were 
not even interesting. Therefore I com- 
menced to give exhibition events, pacing 
Qgainst time. This year he did even 
better. reducing his record to 1:59 1-2. 

“This year he has come into world 
prominence anf has broken nearly every 
record in the world. He has achieved 
a record of 1°56 1-4 with the sulky and 
1:57 1-4 with the wagon, breaking easily 
every record made by predecessors. He 
has paced a half mile in the marvelous 
time of 56 seconds and bas made a, mile 
over a half mile track in 2:03 !-4. All 
these are world records. 

“The last record, that of the half mile 
track, was made at Birmingham, and [I 
believe that {f all the surroundings had 
been perfect this record would have been 
reduced to 2:02. Several times 
the runner, Cobweb, got in the way of 
Dan Patch and a number of other minor 
inconveniences prevented him from doting 
still better. 

“We go to Macon and race there on 
Thanksgiving against the world’s high- 
wheel gulky record. With good weather 
and under good conditions I expect to 
lower this record. The Macon track is 
a very good one. After this exhibition 
Dan Patch wiii be taken to Minneapolis 
and wintered there.

THE SOO CRASH. 


How the Sad and Sensatiogal Break- 
down Began. 

(From The Chicago Reeord-Herald.) 

Sault Ste. Marie, Mich.—Recklessness, 
bad management, incompetency, too 
much money and perhaps stock jobbing 
brought about the ruin of the great 
Consolidated Lake Superior Company, 
which was capitalized at $117,000,000, and 
into which eastern investors put $30,- 
000,000 in cash. No other explanation 
of the crash that occurred early this week 
is to be found here, where the properties 


vestments that in the future, under eco- 
nomical and progressive development 
may earn something. But as regards 
the Dast and the present, it is clearly the 
p.ans of another Napoleon of finance 
have ended in anothér Waterloo of 
finance. And it is the old story as re- 
Rards the losses—they fall on the credu- 
lous investors led up to the brink Of ruin 
by a plausible promoter who had visions 
of developing an industrial empire, but 
whose plans were out of all harmony 
with sound business practice. 

There are more important losses, so far 
as this community is now concerned, than 
those to the stockholders, More than 
$200,000 is owing to the thousands of 
employees of the company in mines, iron 
works. lumber camps and railroads. For 
a month and a half no weges have been 
paid, and the desperation of hunger has 
seized many of these men, remote from 
possibilities of other employment ard@ 
with families to support. Most of the 
men have time checks which are worth- 
less at stores or banks, . There is much 
bitter feeling against the company among 
the Michipicoten miners, who have heen 
coming Into this town for several days, 
and unless some definite arrangements 
are made for early payment of the wages 
due trouble is almost certain to follow. 

According to the miners’ statement they 
have been encouraged to buy their win- 
ter’s supplies from the company’s stores. 
These supp.ies are worthless except in 
the mines. The miners’ transportation 
from the mines here has also 
ducted by the company, so that few of 
them have checks for more than $25. 
There is some hOpe for the men in the 
statement of Premier George W. Ross, of 
the Ontario government, that if the wages 
due are not paid to the employees of the 
company by next Monday he will with- 
hoid all certificates of land grants due 
the construc- 
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80 miles already built would entitle 
the rai.way to about 600,000 acres, 

Industrially the collapse means the 
@bandonment of high hopes entertained 
by thousands of residents of northern 
Michigan and the adjacent province of 
Ontario. Under the alluring plans of 
Francis H. Clergue, the promoter of the 
enterprise, all this region was to be made 
the greatest mining, wood-pulp making 
and manufacturing district in the world. 
At the Soo a great power plant was con- 
structed, to develop 60,000 horsepower, 
with one of the most expensive equip- 
ments in the world, the work costing 
$3,500,000. Into the development of the 
company’s property the credulous inves- 
tor poured millions, which were spent in 
the wildest fashion under the direction 
of Mr. Clergue. 

Then came the crash. The directors 
were forced to admit that they could not 
pay a loan of $5,050,000 three months 
avirdiie. and Speyer & Co., the New York 
bankers who held as collateral securities 
of the companies subsidiary to the Con- 
solidated Lake Superior company an- 
nounced that the collateral] would be sold 
at public auction October |. Meanwhile 
a receiver for the company has been ap- 
pointed, B. F. Frankenthal, dr., presi- 
dent of the Thomas Iron Company of 
Baston, Pa. On behalf of the receiver 
Attorney Bicknell, of Toronto, has ar- 
rived here, and is now in charge of the 


} company’s local affairs. 


Mr. Clergue also is here. He is full of 
roseate promises for the future and talks 
much of English capital that is to de- 
yelop his enterprise to its fullest possi- 
bilities as soon as the present trouble, 
which he ascribes to “the unexpected 
continuance of money pressure in New 
York,”’ ig over. He asserts that only a 
fraction of the capital invested has been 
earning money, and now the whoie plant 
is ready to be revenue prod@e@jng. There 
is a faction here tha¢ still believes in 
Clergue, but the greater number of those 
who know him and his enterprise look 
upon him as the source of the wile trou- 
ble, through his reckless, unbusinesslike, 
extravagant management 

Where did the money that hag been 
spent by Clergue go to? A good part of it 
went into the water power development 
plant; millions more were spent for docks, 
wharves and railroads. For nearly six 
years the Sault Ste. Marie region has 
been largely subsisting off the Consoli- 
dated Lake Superior Company. There is 
sOmething to show for the money; the 
power plant exists, besides the railways, 
rolling mills, car shops, pulp works and 
numerous other structures, The presence 
of.raw material in the region is undeni- 
able: and under a prudent, conservative 
management something may ultimately 
be recovered from the wreck, Probably 
something might have been made out of 
the enterprise by this time had the works 
now in existence been built on a smaller 
scale, trusting to the plan of development 
as the business grew. But apparently in- 
vestors in the scheme must now eat 
humble pie for a long time to come, 

On good authority it can be said that 
there is no truth in the reports that the 
Consolidated Lake Superior Company will 
be used with other concerns to forestall 
the plans of the United Stazes Steel Cor- 
poration ta open plants in Canada. The 
Consolidated company’s plans and devel- 
opment are widely at variance with any 
such contemplated uses. 

In addition to the $5,050,000 claim that 
precipitated the company’s failure, there 
must be satisfied at the auction sale other 
claims aggregating at least $5,000,000, 
making the total amount that will be 
needed to satisfy all claims about $1/0,- 
000,000.'The chief of these underlying 


. claims are bonds issued against the sub- 


companies, the stocks of which are part 
of the collateral securities held by Speyer 
& Co., as follows: Michigan Lake Superior 
Power Company, $3,500,000; street rail- 
way and ferry companies, $600,000; Ta- 
gona Light and Water Company, $1!60,- 
000: town. debentures assumed when the 
franchises were obtained from Sault Ste. 
rie, $300,000. In addition there are 
numerous mechanics and creditors’ lens. 
Talk of a grand jury investigation of 
ee company’s affairs is increasing, and 
1 doubtless amount to investigation 
when the grand jury meets, October 3, 
Public sentiment is such as to make it 
probable that an indictment or indict- 
ments will be voted, charging conspiracy 
to defraud Canadian stockholders. Those 
who are agitating the movement for an 
investigation by the grand jury have 
succeeded in interesting the authorities 
in Ottawa,and Toronto, and if no indict- 
ment is ordered an order for the investi- 
gation of the company will almost cer- 
tainly come from one source or another.

Matters of Interest Among the 
Colored People, 


The fourteenth conference of the col- 
ored men’s deartment of the United 
States wil] convene here in Atlanta No- 
vember 27 at Big Bethel A. M. E. church 
and continue in session until December lI. 

International Secretary W. H. Hunton, 
who has charge of this part‘of the work, 
has given out the following statement 
relative to the conference: 

“The fourteenth annual conference of 
Colored Young Men’s Christian Associa- 
tions of the United States will be held 
in Atlanta, Ga., November 27, 28 29 afid 
30 and December |, 1903. Instead of the 
three or four sectional conferences held 
in former years; one great conference will 
be held this year, and it is confidently 
expected that a large gathering of rep- 
resentative young men of the race will 
attend from cities and educational in- 
stitutions. There are now 103 associa- 
tions among colored.men with a mempber- 
ship of more than 7,500. Nine of these 
associations own buildings valued at 
$60,000, and all are doing a great work 
toward the uplift of the race. Among the 
well-known leaders of the race who are 
to address the conference are Rev. C. T. 
Walker, D.D., of New York city; Rev. P 
J. GMmke, D.D., of Washington, D. C.: 
Rev. a. CE: Mason, D.D., of Cincin- 
nati; Rev. BE. W. D. Isaac, D.D., of Nash- 
ville, Tenn.; Rev. M. W. Gilbert, D.D., of 
Benedict college; President R. R. Wright, 
Professor W. E. B. DuBois, Ph.D., Rev. 
J. W. E. Bowen, D.D., Major R. R. Mo- 
ten and others. Reduced railroad rates 
have been granted.

This promises to be the largest meeting 
of its kind yet held and, too, one which 
will be of great spiritual profit to the 
men of Atlanta, and I would urge them 
to attend every session.

OF NORTH GA. CONFERENCE

| were united in one body called the Geor- 


gia conference. That year the church 
was divided into two bodies, now known 
as the north and south Georgia confer- 
ences, which together contain a mem- 
bership of 175,000 actual members and 
about 450 active pastors, 

The north Georgia conference has 
steadily grown in accessions since the 
year of division, until now it has upon 
its roll of membership about 100,000 per- 
sons, who are ministered to by 2806 
itinerant preachers, 31 supply preachers 
and 257 local ministers, aggregating a 
ministerial force of 568. The question 
of another division of the conference has 
been discussed for three or four years, 
and the sentiment for division has ace- 
cumulated since last year's conference 
at First church, Atlanta, because the 
body Is so large that but few communi- 
ties are willing to undertake the enter- 
tainment of 400 preachers and delegates 
for a week. Steps may be taken at 
Griffin to divide the conference into the 
northeast and northwest Georgia con- 
ferences. 


Educational Institutions. 

The deliberative body in ‘session is com- 
posed of 280 itinerant preachers and pas- 
tors, with 44 lay delegates, presided over 
by Bishop Key. To them are committed 
vast and vital church interests. Among 
these are the missionary, educational, 
ministerial and financia] claims. Last 
year thera were collected and disbursed 
for home and foreign missions $54,627. 
There are nine colleges to be legislated 
for, representing a value of $672,000, 
With aggregate cndowment of $292,500. 
There are 2,185 pupils enrolled in these 
church schools. The three principal col- 
leges are Emory at Oxford, Wesleyan 
Female at Macon, and LaGrange Female 
college. 

The conference provides for the vete- 
ran preachers and the widows and or- 
phans of @eceased ministers, There are 
38 worn-out preachers in this conference, 
and 55 widows and 37 children to be 
aided. For this purpose there was raised 
and paid to these worthy men and wo- 
men last year $15,289. The amount need- 
ed was $22,000. 

Church Property. 

In the bounds of the conference there 
are 777 bouses of worship, valued at 
$1,290,000. There are |182 preachers? 
homes, valued at $250,000, and five pre- 
siding eiders’ homes, valued at $10,000. 
The presiding elder of the LaGrange 
district has been provided with a par- 
sonage this year. There are six other 
presiding elders who have to rent houses 
to live in. 

The conference also looks after the 
orphans’ home at Decatur, Last year 
the Methodists of upper Georgia gave to 
these orphans $16,822. Rev, H. lL. 
Crumley, agent, and Rev. G. D. Stone, 
superintendent, are appointed to their 
places by this vonference, and are both

Let Cyclists Rejoice. 
(From The New York Sun.) 

A decision on the question of the rights 
of the Parkway and other commissioners 
to restrict wheelmen and others from 
parkways and speedways was handed 
down by Justice Aspinwall in the county 
eourt jn Brooklyn yesterday. The decision 
was a victory for cyclists. 

E. D. Childs, a Brooklyn lawyer. was 
arrested last July @r riding a bicycle on 

d boule- 
vard. He was convicted by Justice Steers 
of violating a park ordinance, but sen- 
tence was suspended. The case was ap-

pealed by Mr. Childs, who engaged James 
D. Bell, the former president of the 
Brooklyn Good Roads Association and a 
stanch firend of cyclists to appear for him. 
Mr. Bell submitted his brief, and As- 
sistant Corporation Counsel Joyce, who 
appeared for the people, said he would 
abandon the case, He remarked that Mr. 
Bell might have obtained a reversal on 
technical grounds if he had so desired, 
but he recognized the higher point raised 
and he agreed that the afrest was illegal 
and that the park ordinance, if it ex- 


isted, was contrary to the statutes of 
the state. 


Justice Aspinwall, in reversing the con- 
viction, ruled that bicycles in cOmmon 
with all vehicles had the right to use the 
driveway and could not be kept off it be- 
cause of the existence of cycle paths. He 
then added that he was also of the opin- 
ion that the state legislature had not the 
constitutional power to restrict any road 
as a speedway and exclude from it all 
except trotting horses and light vehicles.

United States Now Has the Trade, 

The figures show the commerce of Pana- 
ma to be small, but of this the (d’nited 
States supplies a larger share than any 
other country. 

The importations at the port of Colon 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1903, as shown py the report of the 
United States consul, amounted to $952,- 
664, of which $614,179 was from the 
United States, $119,086 from France, 
$118,322 from England, $76,386 from 
Germany. The figures of the fiscal year 
1903 show a considerable increase ftom 
those of 1902, in which the value of the 
imports at Colon w<re $776,345. Of the 
$614,179 imports from the United States 
at Colon in 1903, $200,744 was dry goods, 
$189,333 provisions, $59,890 cOal, $38,642 
lumber, $32,900 kerosene, $30,400 liquors 
and $31,040 hardware. The value of the 
importations fran the United States in 
1903 exceeded those of 1902 by about 
$160,000. The egports to the United 
States from Colon in 1903 amounted to 
$173,370, of which $75,432 was bananas, 
$54,960 cocoanuts, $12,472 turtle shells, 
$9,400 ivory nuts, $6,400 hides and $5,924 
coffee. 

From the port of Panama the exports 
to the United States in the fiscal year 
1903 amounted to $193,342, of which 
$56,767 was hides, $49,974 india rubber, 
$27,805 cocobolo nuts, $16,598 ivory nuts, 
$13,372 deer skins and $6,908 coffee. The 
consul] at Panama states that the im- 
ported articles come mostly from Eng- 
land, Germany, France, Italy and the 
United States, but gives no statistics 
of the imports. 

The Size of Indiana. 

The total commerce of Panama amounis 
to about $3,000,000 per agmum, its popu- 
lation to about 300,000, agd its area to 
$1,571 square miles, or nearly equal to 
that of the state of Indiana. The prin- 
cipal ports are Panama on the Pacific 
and Colon on the Atlantic side and these 
ports are visited annually by more than 
1,000 vessels, which land over 1,000,000 
tons Of merchandise and nearly 100,000 
passengers, chiefly for transfer Over the 
Panama railway, 47 miles in length, con- 
nécting the Pacific port of Panama with 
the Atlantic port of Colon. 

Colon, or Aspinwall, as it is sometimes 
called, has a population of about 3,000 
RersOns. The city of Panama fas a 
population of about 25,000. It was found- 
éd in (519, burned in 167! and rebuilt in 
1678, while Colon is of much recent date, 
having been founded in 1865. 

The population, which, as already indi- 
cated, amounts in numbers to about 300,- 
000, is composed of various elements— 
Spanish, Indian, negro and a limited num- 
ber of persons from the European cOun- 
tries and the United States, especially 
those engaged in commerce and transpor- 
tation and the operation of the Panama 
railway. A considerable number of the 
bopulation is composed of persons brought 
to the isthmus as laborers for the con- 
struction of the canal, and of their d® 
scendants. Since the abolition of slavery 
in Jameica a cpnsiderable number of 
blacks $nd mWattoes have settled on the 
isthmus as Small dealers and farmers;

This figure of $60,000,000 receipts for 
cotton in a single month is not equaled 
in the history of cotton exports except in 
the month of October, 1900, when the 
total value of cotton exported was $60,- 
474,437. Even the figures of $60,283,412 
for the month of October, 1903, are sub- 
ject to a slight prospective increase, ag 
this preliminary statement of the bureau 
of statistics does not include the figures of 


certain distant ports, through which small” 


quantities are exported. 

It should not be understood from the 
above statement that the value of cotton 
exporis of the United States averages 
$2,000,000 per day the year around, al- 
though they have averaged $2,000,000 
per day during the month of October. 
Taking the entire year, it may be said, 
however, that the yalue of cotton ex- 
ports now averages $1,000,000 per day 
for each business day of the year. In 
the twelve months ending. with October, 
1903, the total value of cotton exported 
was $320,460,314, and in the fiascal year 
ending June 30, 1903, was $36,180,429. 

These figures, either those-of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1903, or those of 
the twelve months endings October 
31, 1903, sh@w a larger total 
(that of , value received from cotton) 
than in any preceding year in the history 
of the country. In only two fiseal years 
of the country has the value of cotton 
exports exceeded $300,000,000, namely 
1901, $313,673,443, and 1903, $316,180,- 
429. Prior to 1860 the exports of cotton 
had never reached as much as $200,000,- 
000 in value. : 


Many Hundreds of Millions. 

From 1866 to !900 they ranged between 
$200,000,000 and $300,000,000 and in 
1901, for the first time, passed the $300,- 
000,000 line, being as above indicated, 
$313,673,443; in 1!902 they dropped to 
$290,65!1,819 and in 1903 were $316,180.,- 
429, while in the twelve months ending 
with October, 1903, the total is $320,406,- 
314. In quantity the figures of 1903 do 
not reach high water @iark, being for the 
fiscal year 3,543,043,022 pounds, against 
3,850,264,295 in !898, the of the 
largest expert in quantity. The increased 
price, however, has resulted in the facts 
above stated, a greater total value of 
cotton exportations in !903 than in any 
preceding year. 

The total value of cotton and its prod- 
uct exported from the United States in 
the fiscal year 1903 was $376,767,654, or 
an av@rage of more than $1,000,000 per 
day,

ONDON, November 1/1.—-Christmas 
3 ‘‘nantomimes” from London having 

caught on in thé United States to 
such an extent that arrangements have 
been made to reproduce several of them 
regularly on the other side of the water, 
it may not be amiss to give some idea of 
the entertainments which are being ar- 
ranged for the enlivement of Londoners 
during the coming holidays. 
As usual, the greater part of them will 
begin operations on “boxing day,’’ the 
day following Christmas, and the most 
important. of all will be the show at 
Drury Lane, which this year will have to 
do with the world-famous tragedy of 
‘Humpty Dumpty.’ It is now expected 
that Dan Leno, who broke down from 
over-work awhile ago, will be well enough 
by Christmas .time to sustain the part 
of the fragile youth who “sat on a wall’ 
and the pantomime is to be mounted with 
true Drury Lane lavishness, which or- 
dinarily means an outlay of $100,000 be- 
fore the curtain rises for the first time. 
As soon as the run in London is finish- 
ed, the production wil be transferred to 
New York, and afterwards will visit the 
principal large cities at home. 


But perraps the most ngvel of the 
coming Christma@ entertainments is the 
little play which Captain Basil Hood has 
written for music by.Walter Slaughter, 
and which has been named “Little Hans 
Anderson.”

POPULARITY OF MOLESKIN. 


A Fur That Promises to Be the Fad 
of the Season. 


(From The New York Times.) 

With the introduction of moleskin, 
which is the fad of the season this year, 
there have been brought out two other 
low-priced furs of similar appearance, 
the musk mole and petit gris mole, mak- 
ing three practically new furs, which is 
a rare occufrence in one winter. The 
introduction of moleskin is an evolution. 
Fashion works in this way, seldom mak- 
ing decided jumps, but changing in a way 
which makes prognostications of what is 
to be worn from one season to another 
possible. Last year the market was 
inundated and the feminine world cloth- 
ed in squirrel skin, and it is still much 
worn alone and iy combinations. The 
fur had not staying qualities for general 
use, it was believed, but it had admirers, 
for the soft gray was becoming to many 
complexions. Hence, the French arbiters 
of fashion have offered this year another 
fur in gray, but of a finer quality and 
with a beautiful luster. 

Moleskin has been practically unknown 
in this country. It is more familiar to 
London people, and has been used in 
England for coat linings as we have, in 
previous years, used the gray squirrel. 
Many of the skins that are used for fash- 
ionable furs still come from Great BPrit- 
ain. They may be found in many parts 
ef many countries, for the mole its not a 
rare animal. The finest skins, however, 
come from Siberia, the colder countries 
giving, in these as in other animals, the 
thickest, softest pelts. 

The new fur has a beauty that the 
squirrel can not boast. Each hair has a 
conformation like the cutting of a fine 
diamond, which produces in the fur, as a 


whole. exquisite shades, and it tones from 
gray into green and into brown as it is 
seen in different lights. For this reason, 


it makes up delightfully with gowns of 
green, and is frequently seen in this com- 
bination, and occasionally, though less 
often, with ‘brown. : 

Furriers say that the fad wiil not be 
of long duration, for the skins are ex- 
pensive, not only from their small size— 
they are barely 5 inches jong when 
Stretched—but alBo because of the thin- 
ness and delicacy of the texture, which 
causes it to crack and break. The great- 
er number, if not all, of the skins must 
be mended after they are dressed before 
they are made up. 

In its wake the moleskin has brought 


the two other furs which resemble it in 


appearance and are sometimes said to be 
imitatiog®. They are really indfvidual 
skins sold at much lower prices. One of 
these, in plain language, is simply a rat 
skin, a variety of muskrat, and is what 
is known as the muskmole, the mole lend- 
ing its name to give it standing. This is 
of a similar gray cOlor, a heavier. coarser 
fur, and as can be seen.in the made 
pieces a much larger skin. It also comes. 
from Russia. It is Inexpensive, and 
where at a first-class furrier’s a moleskin 
muff will cost from $40 to $45, a musk 
mole muff can be bought for $12. It 
makes an attractive fur, and its wearing 
qualities are much better than those of 
the finer skin. 

The third fur is our old friend the squir- 
rel, or, as it is called by the French, 
petit gris. little gray. In its new form 
this year it {s called petit gris mole. It is 
the squirrel skin clipped. the shorter hair 
giving it a molelike effect. The fad of 
last year, which has by no means died 
out, still holds the squirrel] skin up in 
price, and the clipped squirrel] is more ex- . 
pensive than the long-haired. While a / 
muff of the latter will cost $16, one of the 
hew style, petit gris mole. will cost $20.

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AGED CITIZEN RECALLS 
EARLY ATLANTA STORIES 


ERB is a bit of the long age in 
H Atlanta picked up by Ernest Fred- 

erick Clarke, who met the other 
day one of Atlanta’s earliest settlers, 
Charles H. McDonald. 
Mr. McDonald was born in 1823 near 
what is now East Point and is familiar 
with the history of Atlanta from his boy- 
hood until 1858, when he moved _ to 
Grovetown, Ga., his present home. Mr. 
Clarke, while on his way to the reunion 
in Augusta, met the old gentleman and 
talked with him of the Atlanta in the 
first half of the last century, 
“Mr. McDonald *s 8! years of age,’’ 
said Mr. Clarke yesterday, ‘“‘but I never 
saw aman of his years so well preserved. 
He is erect in his carriage and as active 
as a persOn of half his age. There is 
not a gray hair in his head and he has 
all his teeth but two. One of these he 
pulled with his own hand last week. 
“The old gentleman is a charming con- 
versationalist and can sit by the hour re- 
calling quaint incidents of early Atlanta 
history, telling them all in a most in- 
teresting fashion. I asked him some- 
thing about old times in Atlanta and 
among other things he said: 
““‘My father had six teams of six 
mules each, which he used to haul freight 
from Whitehall (now West End) to Ma- 
con. This trip he used to accomplish 
in two weeks, there and back, and re- 
ceived $1 per hundred pounds of freight 
hauled. When the railroad from Macon 
to Atlanta was building, I helped my 
father with his hauling and our wagons 
carried the first rails that were laid in 
the neighborhood of Atlanta.

***Where the Kimball house stands now 
used to be Deer creek and the neighbor- 
hood was a fine hunting ground. In the 
old days I have shot many a bird and 
deer around there, 

‘“*T was one of the first deputy sheriffs 
of Fulton county and Ben Williford and 
C. W. Hunnicutt Were also county of- 
ficials at that time. We three captured 
a fellow named Withers one time, With- 
ers, I remember, had killed his father 
because the old man scolded him for 
Staying out late at night. There were 
bad boys in those days just as there 
are now. We put this young villain in 
jail, but the ingenious scoundrel burnt 
a hole in the wall of his prison, escaped 
and has never been heard of since. 

“ ‘Our prisoners didn’t always. get away, 
however, and some of them were hanged. 
I put the rope around the neck of 
Crockett, who was range dout on Capitol 
avenue, near what is now Ormonde street, 
for the murder of Landrum. 

“When Alexander Stephens was at- 
tacked by Cone and stabbed in thirteen 
places 8 was standing near and saw the 
Whole thing. I got to Mr. Stephens as 
quickly as possible, pulled Cone. off and 
arrested him. Mr. Stephens was riding 
in a httle wagon drawn by a goat at the 
time he was assaulted. Zack Taylor was 
to have made a speech not long after 
that at Walton Springs, but he failed to 
come and little Aieck took his place. A 
lot- of us helped him in a buggy and 
hauled him down to the springs. Clem 
Green, I remember, was one of the 
crowd. 

"Tl left Atlanta in 1858 ana have lived 
here in Grovetown stnce then, being the 
first settler of this place. It was from 
here that I shipped most of the framing 
for the first Kimball house.’

Berlin, November 2!.—Future aerial 
navigators desiring to attain great alt)- 
tudes will use hermetically sealed, 
double-walled aluminum and glass cages, 
and, before starting, will put on oxygen 
masks, according to~a prediction of Dr. 
Hermann von Schroetter, .of Vienna, tn 
@ lecture before the Berlin Society of 
Aerial Navigation. 

Dr. Von Schroetter maintains that the 
physiologica} disturbances in the upper 
atmosphere are due solely to lack of oxy- 
gen, and he advised an early recourse 
to oxygen inspiration before the bad et- 
fects of the poorer atmosphere are per- 
ceptible, calculating that the lungs re- 
ceive less oxygen frum pure oxygen in 
an air ship at a height of i4 kilometers 
than from air at the surface, owing to 
diminished pressure and 50 per cent less 
at 19 kilometers, which pecessitates in- 
spiration under pressure.

BITTER ATTACK 
ON GOVERNOR 


Judge Caustically Criticises 
the Chief Executive of 
Michigan. 


Frankfort, Mich., November 21.—Judge 
Chittenden’s charge to the jury fn the 
Thomas perjury case yesterday in the 
circuit court caused a sensation because 
of the court’s caustic criticism of Gov- 
ernor Bliss. The governor recently par- 
doned Deputy Game Warden Stafford, 
of Cadillac, who was convicted of man- 
slaughter at Frankfort. The case arose 
from the shooting of a fisherman. To- 
day, in. the Thomas. case, Judge Chit- 
tenden ordered the jury to bring in a ver- 
dict of ‘“‘Not gulity.’”’ 

“This whole proceeding, so far as the 
pardoning of Stafford is concerned and 
the arrest and detention of this respond- 
ent, Thomas, is a burlesque upon decen- 
cy, justice and fair play,” said Judge 
Chittenden. “I consider this case an 
action of persecution, rather than pros- 
ecution, placing the administgation of 
justice at a disadvantage in this coun- 
try and rendering powerless the function 
Of the court by the blind interference of 
the state’s chief executive.” 

Judge Chittenden has disregarded the 
pardon of the governor on the ground 
that the document was not legally drawn 
up and executed, and has ordered Staf- 
ford to appeat in his court today for

It is the habit of these 
disorderly governments in the northern 
portion of South America to be perpet- 
ually breaking up, like ‘some low organ- 
ism, into smaller and ever smaller frag- 
ments. Such a process has produced 
the chaos of miserable bankrupt repub- 
lics with gigantic debts in Central Amer- 
ica. It is a process which threatens to 
continue in the case of Colombla and 
its reported that the states of Bolivar 
and Antioquia may follow the precedent 
set by Panama. 

To the world in general] these revolu- 
tions are of no great importance. Co- 
lombia is not a solvent state, so that it 
can make very little difference to her 
creGitors whether she is divided into two 
or twenty republics. Ecuador and Ven- 
ezuela separated: from her many years 
ago, and this precedent is cited by the 
Panamese for their action in the present 
instance. It is certain that the Amer- 
ican no means dis- 
pleased with the result. It wishes to buy 
and complete the Panama canal, but has 
had to face the fact that the Colombian 
authorities are hostile to the presence of 
so powerful a neighbor in the isthmus 
and have declined to accept the Ameri- 
can terms. 
since most matters in Colombia depend 
upon the amount of bribes paid, that the 
money offers of the United States to 
individual members of the Colombian 
government were not sufficiently hand- 
some and that their antagonism was to 
be explained in this way. But it is so 
clear that the presence of the United 
States in the isthmus would have been 
dangerous to Colombian independence, 
that the more creditable version on this 
occasion seems probable. 

That the United States aided or abetted 
the revolutionary movement we do not 
believe; that individual Americans had 
a hand in it may be taken as certain. 
There are powerful financial interests 
identified with the Panama canal, and 
these were determined to prevent any 
possibility of the adoption of the Nica- 
ragua route by the United States, which 
was the alternative, if the Panama line 
became impossible. The independence 
of the new republic will be of a shadowy 
and unsatisfactory nature. This weak 
little state, with no credit, must come 
to depend entirely upon the United 
States, to which it wil henceforth be vir- 
tually annexed. Thus the United States, 
after absorbing the Spanish possessions 
in the Carifibean, draw a step nearer 
to the immense wealth of South America, 
which must one day fall under their con-

as they cannot lay their goods down in 
those markets for anything like what 
other and more favoréd localities can 
place their products there. 

It is further said that the rate now is 
the old rate, plus the local rate to Mem- 
phis. This applies to Atlanta and nearby 
points. The rate from the furniture man- | 
ufacturing and cotton manufacturing dis- 
tricts of North Carolina is the old rate 
plus the loca! rate to Richmond. These 
two cities form the basis of rate com- 
putation from the southern territory to 
the west. 

As One prominent local shipper said, the 
new arrangements of ratés gives 4 black 
eye to southern shipping interests and the 
trade of this section with the outside 
world is surely golfig to suffer the most 
costly damage it has encountered since 
the war unless rates are lowered by some 
means and lowered quickly. 


Only Want Equal Chance. 

Tt is not advantage that is being sought 
by southern shippers. They claim to be 
able to hold their own with the business 
enterprises of any other section of the 
country if given an equal chance at the 
world’s markets. But they do protest 
that they cannot fight this competition 
successfully when there ts added to the | 
already keen business rivalry the advan- 
tage of cheaper freight rates for other 
localities to the markets all are seeKing. 

“We will figtit for the business, but give 
ue a fair show,” is the cry that southern 
shippera are sending up at present. Dis- 
crimination is what they have to contend 
with, they say, and they do not think 
that they are belng treated with the 
consideration received by other sections. 

The canal will remedy these troubles, 
in the opinion of those mos% interested. 
Only water competition in. rates with 
those of the transcontinental railroads 
will bring charges down to what the 
shippers consider a reasonable basis, and 
the long haul around Cape Horn prevents 
the merchants using that means at pres- 
ent to regain their disappearing markets. | 
With the canal in operation they can 
send their goods from Savannah, Bruns- 
wick, Charleston and other seaports to 
points in California and the Orient much 
cheaper than they can now be sent by 
rail, they say. 

At present it is necessary for southern 
shippere who have a Far Eastern trade to 
send their products from this section to 
New York and thence by way of the Suez 
canal, causing a loss of two weeks’ time 
in transit and a great increase on insur- 
ance and interest charges. For every 
day that a consignment of merchandise 
remains on the water in transit the 
charges for both insurance and interest 
increases proportionately, and these 
charges render the profits on the venture 
small, if there are any profits at all. 

Local Shipper Talks. 

‘It Is like reaching for the right ear 
with the left hand,” said @ well known 
local shipper, “‘to send goods via New 
York and Suez to the eastern countries,

Another feature of the transcontinental 
shipping business that is brought out by 
the merchanis of this section is the im- 


‘mense amount of fruits and other western 


products sent here from-the Pacific coast. 
In a basement of one Atlanta firm there 
are now stored many thousand cases of 
canned in Oregon and AlaékKa. 
This firm ordered at one time this year 
twenty-five oar loads of this one arti!cle, 
and as a member of the firm expressed it. 
“We are but a drop in the bucket when 
compared to even the Atlanta wholesale 
houses, to say nothing of those of the 
entire south.”’ 

Raisins, salmon, fresh fruits, cereals 
and other products are sent this way in 
quantities that are amazing, and on all 
these the roads collect the new freight 
rates, it is said. It is not claimed by 
local and southern shippers that the con- 
struction of the canal will affect the rates 
materially in the matter of grapes, pears 
and other fresh fruits brought here from 
California and western points, but they 
expect a considerable speed in transpor- 
tation, both to and from here. 

“If we could load our cotton goods at 
southern ports and ship direct to China 
and other distant lands,’ said a local 
shipper, “instead of by the much longer 
New York-Suez route, we could affect a 
Saving that would ig a few years give 
southern merchants and factories abso- 
lute mastery of the South American and 
Asiatic markets. As it is, we Only get 
an infinitesmal porfion of the trade of 
those large and prosperous countries and 
our trade is being hampered by all sorts 
of adverse conditions. We pay heavy 
shipping charges, it requires too long for 
the goods to reach their destinations, and 
when they do get there we are compelled 
to ask more for them than Europe does 
in order to make good on the extra freight 
charges we have to pay in transporting 
them there. When we can load a vessel 
with cotton gvods, for instance, at a 
southern port and bill it direct to Hong 
Kong or some other Asialic port, then 


and not until then will we be in position 
to command those markets. We are hope- 


lessly handicapped now, and will be un- 
til we get a water route to the Pacific 
coast and the eastern countries.”’ 

The South’s Chance. 

This is the sentiment of alll southern 
shippers. They believe firmly that when 
the canal is opened to commerce the 
south will at once leap to the front and 
that the mills already built and running 
and those that they believe will be built 
will furnish the cotton goods to clothe 
the millions of people in other lands that 
depend on that staple for their wearing 
apparel. 

This is but the merest outline of the 
benefits southern merchants expect to 
flow from the Panama canal. To enumer- 
ate all would require a Christmas edition 
of any paper. 

The bulk of the shipments from south- 
ern states now goes west by way of Mem- 
phis, East St. Louls and New Orleans, 
according to local railroad men. Cotton 
pfece goods destined for the eastern trade 
goes by New York and the Suez canal. 

There are no through rates to the west 


— 


now, so far as any agreemént between 
the roads is concerned. Each makes its 
own rates and they differ on the different 


routes on account of the varying coOmpe-- 


tition that each has to meet from the 
ovhers. 
Old Agreement Abolished. 

The agreement on-through rates which 
was abolished last summer lasted for 
about twelve years, and went through 
many and various phases. At first it 
was satisfactory to the roads which had 
entered into it, because there was very 
little through business and it did. not 
much matter what. was charged for its 
carriage. But of recént years this busi- 
ness has grown with the greatest rap- 
idity, and its handling bécame a sertous 
matter with the roads engaged in the 
transcontinental traffic. They state that 
they found they were handling this busi- 
ness for a charge that was below the 
actual cost of transportation, and when 
the increase camé they lost money to an 
amount that compelled them to consider 
a change in the freight tariffs to the 
west on southeastern business. There- 
fore, say the roads, they pulled out of 
the agreement. The southern lines in 
the agreement were handling California 
products cheaper than they were hauling 
those of this section, and they decided 
that if they gave away money at all 
they would bestow it on the shippers of 
their own section. This was one of the 
causes that disrupted the old agreement, 
The other was, ag stated in the forego- 
ing, disagreement as to a division of the 
proceeds. 

The roads are emphatic in asserting 
that they can not again place the trans- 
continental rates where they formerly 
were. They say that the canal will have 
little effect on their business, Transcon- 
tinental lines say that they have made 
especial efforts to get the business of 
the south in the matter of shipments of 
cotton and other manufactured products 
destined for the markets of China, and 
that they have offered rates that cause 
their routes to be preferred to that of 
the Suez canal. It is stated by a prom- 
inent railroad officia) that 85 or 90 per 
cent of the products shipped from this 
section originates along the lines of the 
Southern railway, and that it goes by 
way of New Orleans, Memphis, Bast St. 
Louis, and by the northern route that 
passes through Chicago and S§8t. Paul. 
This official states that the bulk of the 
Oriental shipments from the south moves 
over the Northern Pacific and the Great 
Northern via East St. Louls. This in- 
cludes furniture, tobacco, peanuts+of 
which latter there are many thousand 
cars shipped west annually from Vir- 
ginia and the Carolinas—and other arti- 
cles sent from this territory. At one 
Carolina city, High Point, there are more 
than thirty factories, and the output of 
these establishments alone forms a con- 
siderable item in the southern export 
‘business, as some of their goods go all 
the way to Asia and parts of America 
below the equator. 

The Three Open Routes. 

Shipments of manufactures and other 
products that leave Atlanta have the 
privilege of being sent three ways—by 
New Orleans, Memphis and St. Louis or 
New York. On the first named route 
they would use the Atlanta and West 
Point, the Western of Alabama, the 
Loulsville and Nashville, the Mobile and 
Ohio, the Alabama Great Southern, the 
New Orleans and Northeastern the Ala- 
bama and Vicksburg, the Kansas City, 
Memphis’ and Birmingham, the Iljnois 
Central, the Western and Atlantic, the 
Nashville, Chattanocga and St. Louts, 
and others on this side Of the river. On 
the other side, the Southern Pacific, the 
Texas and Pacific, the Choctaw,- Okla. 
homa and Gulf, the Cotton Belt, the 
Missouri Pacific, the Frisco System the 
Missourl, Kansas and Texas, the Atchi- 
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the conditions that are said to exist at 
present. This remains for the future to 
determine. 

And, in the meantime— 

The canal wil] be built.

Within the next ten years, at the out- 
side, the waters of the Atlantic and the 
Pacific will unite across the Isthmus of 
Panama, and the trade of the world will 
flow through the narrow ditch which has 


caused so much poss by its non-existence. 


Hundreds of new plants wil) start up in 
the south, and Georgia, by réason of its 
splendid situation, will come in for its 
full share in the mighty awakening to 
come to this section. Sea ports that now 
languish will be crowded with vessels 


from all parts of the world, loading for | 


the markets of the east and the west, 
and prosperity and renewed business life 
will be seen whge now is stagnation, 
caused by lack of facilities to properly 
carry on the commerce that rightfuly is 
the heritage of this section.

| brings the total in sight movement up 
to about 5,C00.000 bales of cotton. From 
that time on it is only nine months until 
the new crop of 1904 should be on the 
market. We have already lost a large 
part of three months, as this present crop 
was not well on the market until about 
the Ist of October, The mills wave only 
recently been starting up on full time, 
but some of them are cutting short their 
consumption. Therefore it is quite con- 
Servative to say we have lost a month 
out of the year’s work, and as Mr. EIlli- 
son puts the world’s consumption at 
about 200,000 bales per week, that would 
mcan a joss in consumption of 800,000 
bales. The mills have bought stocks 
ahead for about six months and one mill 
advised that they had made their com- 
plete stock until October, 1904. Represen- 
tatives from every section, both Liver- 
pool and this market, say that the cotton 
is heavier, is a better staple, better grade 
and will go much farther in a manufac- 
turing sense than last year’s crop. The 
present high price of cotton is enabling 
the farmer to operate at a profit. A man 
who now has a large family working in a 
eotton mill can now move in the country 
and operate the farm with much more 
profitable results than he can keep his 
family working at the mill and we are 
told there are many operatives leaving. 
Thig will afford much relief for the com- 
ing year where searcity of labor has been 
complained of. While the present crop

Baxter & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

New York, November 2!.—Cables were 
4 points lower today. The®most impor- 
tant point in connection with the sta- 
tistical situation was the fact that the 
Visible supply has crept up to last year’s 
figures. Liverpool, however, is still bull- 
ish as to supplies, which are yet some 
60,000 behind last vear. There. was 
nothing special in the wéekly Chronicle 
summary.

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MORE TRADUCTION 


By Mrs. L. H. Harris. 


Last April the editor of The Critic 
asked me for an article comparMg recent 
fiction north and south, and in the paper 

gent only novels that had appeared 
within the previous twelve m¢gihs were 


mentioned. But I discussed conditions 
which account for the anemia in south- 
ern fiction, coditions which apply to 


the past really more than the®@ Uo to the 
present, and it is not my purpose to con- 
tend that my article merely presented 
the limitations in the books of the year 
from the south. The point is that condi- 
tions have changed William Gil- 
more Simms and John Esten Cooke were 
our novelists. (J do not mention Long- 
street and some other dialect humorists, 
because, like Miss Murfree's, their stories 
were interpretations of the poorer classes, 
and, however vital, are not representative 
of southern life except in a limited sense.) 
Our civilization is different and our con- 
sciousness is based upon an entirely new 
formula of living- Thus characters that 
were autochthonots forty years ago are 
#0 no longer. They are simply the ladies 
and gentlemen who begot us and have 
passed into a state represented by pic- 
tures or ancestral walls. Meanwhile the 
world—the old hammer-hearted vulcan 
that beats destiny out for us all—has 
given us a turn upon his anvil] -nat fits 
us to things as they are, and no matter 
how glorious the past is, we cannot live 
in it, because we are bred and fashioned 
for the present. 
Decadent Patriotism. 

Now my contention is that a romantic 
literature which lags behind in the trail 
of those brave men and women who 
have lifted the south out of the misery 
end humiliation of poverty and defeat, 
shows, to the say the least of it, a mis- 
placed patriotism. During my three 
years’ experience as a reviewer of fiction, 
most of the novels that have come to 
me from southern writers have been his- 
torical, dealing with the war period, or 
the red rim of things just before or just 
after ft. However it may appear to 
others, to me this seems rather a decad- 
ence in the patriotism of our literature, 
The patriotism that is always gazing 
backward might fit into a struldbrug civ- 
llization and harmonize with its tend- 
encies, but it does not synchronize with 
that healthy living spirit which is fash- 
loning a new and superb world down here 
out of the wreck and debris of the old, 
and which with all tenderness and rey- 
erence has buried its holy dead and now 
truly deplores them, but does not pause, 
and will not pause, in its steady, onward 
march toward the conquest of the future. 

The past is finished and that past is to 
our everlasting credit, because of the men 
who made it lived and suffered and work- 
ed with the courage and manhood of a 
gallant race. They were concerned chief- 
ly to make honorable history, and to 
Give the next generation a noble an- 
eestry. The whole world knows how well 
they accomplished both purpoges. But 
what shal! our children say of us? That 
We were sentimenta!] sycophants of the 
past? If SO, it will be the fault of those 


since 


who profess to record and dramatize 
-seeaggdad life—our novelists and histo- 
mans. For never before have we had 


among us more that is modest, sincere, 
courteous, and brave. For every hero 
that died at Gettysburg and elsewhere is 
mOw a living hero’in the south. They are 
silent, strong men who deserve to be hon- 
ored no less than those ragged 
: . Bra 
knights of the battle field. They vivo 
Serve their generation, and -uey belong 
Eagan to the romantic literature of 
Section as did the magnificent old 
Gandies of the past to the fiction of a 


/ southern noveis more.

former time. If they do not figure in 
it is because our 


writers are disposed to “hark back to 
some fair illusion of the past,"” rather 


than accept the splendid inspiration of 
the present. 
This is an elaboration of my view ex- 


pressed in The Critic and other maga- 


zines. Yet, for this protest, I am called 
‘a Jeremiah wailing in the desert of 
southern mediocrity.”’ (See Marie Phil- 


lips, in Atlanta Journal.) Now, if there 
is any Jeremiah making a dirge about 
southern literature, it is those who write 
like Mrs. Patton (also in The Atlanta 
Journal). Commenting upon my point of 
view, she says: “Why should we attempt 
to forecast the unlovely types that will 
be evolved by the strenuous conditions 
of the struggle for bread, for commercial 
standing, by the effort that man must 
now make to do his fellow-man and to 
do him first?’’ I do not call the young 
patrician of the south who has learned to 
win bread from a blood-soaked sod ‘‘an 
unlovely type.’ He is a worthy son of 
the soldier whose wounds reddened it; 
in so far as the literature his 
section ignores him, it is not representa- 
Also, I learn for the first time that 


of 


tive. 
it is now characteristic of the southern 
man in business “to do his fellow-man, 


and to do him first.”’ 

On the contrary. I believe that com- 
mercial integrity is one of his distinctions, 
Nor are the women of this section less 
worthy of song and story than formerly. 
They have not lost the poise and pride of 
their ante-bellum grandames (and that 
has been exaggerated into something like 
caricature by certain southern novelists!) 
but they have added to their charm the 
grace of a deeper learning, the wit of a 
wider experience, the beauty more 
catholic spirit.

LIFE IN LONDON. 


Some Interesting Statistics of 
Great English Metropolis. 


(William Elroy Custis in Chicago Record- 
Herald. 

According to the latest census. in the 
spring of 1903, the population of London 
within the bounds of the metropolitan po- 
lice district was 6,560.616, an increase 
of 307,746 over April, 190!. The popula- 
tion has doubled within the last fifty 
Years, being 2,363,274 by the census of 
186). The city is now !4 miles in 
length, 8 milesin breadth and covers |22 
square miles of ground. There are 8,000 
streets, which, if continuous, would form 
a line 7,000 miles long; 571,768 registered! 
buildings, 1,019,846 residences and tene 
ments, 1,500 churches and 14,353 salouns, 
or one saloon to every 460 inhabitants 

The poorer the section of the city the 
larger the number of saloons. In Hol- 
born there is a saloon tw every 277 inhab- 
itants; in Stepney one to every 294: i: 
Westminster one to every 600 and out in 
the Hyde park district they run as high 
as one to every 2,400. In a certain part 
of the Whitechapel district there is a 
saloon to every seventeen houses, and in 
Marylebone for every twenty-two houses. 
As a consequence the average number of 
paupers relieved by the charities of the 
city during the winter months of 1902-03 
was 105,25! daily. The increase of late 
years has been very great. In 1890 the 
average was 96,580. The number of pa- 
tients in the charitable hospitals aver- 
ages 108,000 a year, and the number of 
smallpox patients has averaged 3,928 for 
the last three yearr. 

There are in London more Scotchmen 
than in Aberdeen, more Irishmen than 
in Dublin, more Jews than in Palestine. 
more Roman Catholics than in Rome, 
and more than 15,000 Americans. 

The directory contains 3,350. pages. 

There are 2,000 different charities. in- 
cluding hospitals, asylums, orphanages, 
homes for the poor, invalids and aged. 
missions, dispensaries, which expend 
about $25,000,000 a year, or more than 
$4 for every man, woman and child in 
the city. 

There are 498 clubs. societies and aszo0- 
ciations for social, scientific and literary 


} purposes. 


The day public schools number 452 and 
accommodate 891,000 children: there are 
also 395 evening schools and 730 private 
schools. The men teachefs in the public 
schools number 3,669, the women teach- 
ers 7,756, and they are assisted by 1,700 


pupil teachers. 
here are 16,000 policemen, 1,200 fire- 
men, ninety-one land fire engine and 


eight river engines. Eight companies 
supply 220.000.0000 gallons of water daily, 
of which 170.000,000 gallons, or 28 gal- 
lons per capita of the population, are 
used for domestic purposes, and the 
gros@ income of the water companies is 
$10,860,000 from regular rate payers. 
Five gas peg eee supply 36.000.000 
feet of gas daily to about 2,000,000 differ- 
ent customers. who pay them $26,600.- 
000 a year. This ts in addition to the 
electric lighting companies, which be- 
long to the vestries of the several par- 
ishes into which the city is divided.
